Such a time actually ‘occurred in Russia 
when nearly a century and a half ago the 
able, if unscrupulous; Empress Carweriny, 
finding her people ripe for rebellion through 
miagovernment ot home, instituted abroad 
a policy of aggression all round. It is true 
that that policy served ils purpose, and that 
during the rest of her Hfe, and that of her 
successor, the. empire at home was to all 
appearance ina state of profound peacu, and 
its population largely increased, Nicoxas 1, 
who tried to follow her example, was not sv 
successful; with a similar object he attacked 


Turkey, and so eveutually brought, on- the 
Crimern War where he found France and 
England ranged against him, and his ‘sue- 
cessor with a considerable loss of prestige 
had to make an arangement with those 
two Powers, But meanwhile dissatisfaction 
at home had been increasing and. his im- 
mediate successor, partly foreseeiug the 
hopelessness of another foreign war, and 
partly, there is ro doubi, influenced | by 
higher motives of improving the condition 
of his people, instituted a policy of reforms, 


Wearied out by the presaure of a powerful 


reactionary party, ALexanper ITT. found it 
easier to: return. to the old policy of re- 
pression, and handed over the Empire 
honey-combed with sedition to the present 
Tsar.
